Steam pumping engines and pumping 
heads for deep well work are shown, the 
pump rod being directly connected to the 
piston rod of the vertical steam cylinder or 
operated by a connecting rod from a crank 
shaft driven by belting or geared to an elec- 
tric motor. Other forms of pumps are for 
house or farm supply, boiler feed and other 
purposes. There is also a %-HP. engine 
run by steam or compressed air, and suita- 
ble for driving farm machinery, printing 
presses, etc. Working barrels and other ap- 
paratus for deep well work are also in- 
cluded, and lists of dimensions and prices 
are given in all cases.

Recent issues of Westinghouse serial bul- 
letins include an excellent, complete, de- 
scription of the ‘‘catenary’’ form of high- 
voltage trolley line construction developed 
by the company’s engineers; a catalogue 
of a new line of portable measuring in- 
struments, including round-dial voltmeters, 
ammeters and power-factor meters and 
series transformers for use with such in- 
struments; also bulletins on arc-lamps, ele- 
vator controllers, alternators, a new 200- 
HP. direct-current railway motor, and other 
subjects. 

A special (non-serial) publication meriting 
notice is a monograph on Rotary Converters, 
which seems to have general interest al- 
though written with reference primarily to 
Westinghouse machines. Another booklet 
of interest is entitled ‘‘Westinghouse Rail- 
way Apparatus,’’ and forms a descriptive al- 
bum of standard and multiple-unit railway 
equipment. 


PORTABLE SUBSTATIONS.—General Elec- 
tric Co., Schenectady, N. Y. Paper; 8 x 
10% ins.; serial. 


The requirements of modern suburban 
electric railroading are such as to promise 
remarkably wide use of portable substations 
in the future. Many systems are so arranged 
that very lightly loaded sections may at times 
have heavy concentrated loads. Instead of 
designing all substations for their maximum 
loads, a single portable substation, compris- 
ing transformer, converter, switchboard, and 
connections, mounted in a box-car, may be 
used to help out the section of momentary 
heavy load. Such a substation can quickly be 
run to any point on the line, and is easily 
connected into circuit. Several such sta- 
tions have been built by the General Electric 
Co., and their arrangements is described in 
Bulletin 4422 (8 pp.). A feature of the 
equipment is the use of a three-phase trans- 
former instead of three single-phase ma- 
chines for compactness. 

Bulletin 4421 (16 pp.) describes the GH-80 
direct current railway motor. The discussion 
is unusually full, and performance curves 
and speed tables are added.
